PART  FIRST. 
®l)e  $olg  Christian  iFaitlj- 

The  great  thing  in  true  Religion  is  the  Faith— the  Creed— the  facts 
and  doctrines  on  which  the  soul  rests  for  peace  and  salvation.  There 
can  be  no  right  Religion  without  a  right  Faith. 

"  Without  faith  it  is  impossible  to  please  God :  for  he  that  cometh 
to  God  must  believe  that  He  is,  and  that  He  is  a  rewarder  of  them 
that  diligently  seek  Him." — Heb.  11 : 6. 

It  is  the  nature  of  saving  faith  to  receive  and  rest  on  certain  truths 
and  revelations  which  God  has  made  known  to  us  in  His  Word; 
and  having  learned  and  embraced  those  truths,  to  make  confession 
of  the  same.  It  is  on  such  personal  apprehension  and  confession  of 
these  truths  that  the  Church  is  formed  and  marked,  and  that  we 
show  ourselves  to  be  of  the  family  and  household  of  faith. 

Jesus  demanded  of  His  disciples  to  say  whom  they  understood 
and  look  Him  to  be.  "  Peter  answered  and  said,  Thou  art  the 
Christ,  the  Son  of  the  living  God.  And  Jesus  answered  and  said 
unto  him,  Blessed  art  thou,  Simon  Bar-jona :  for  flesh  and  blood 
hath  not  revealed  it  unto  thee,  but  my  Father  which  is  in  heaven." 
—Matt.  16 :  16-18.  It  was  by  this  faith  and  confession  that  Peter 
became  the  first-laid  rock  in  the  edifice  of  the  Church,  and  it  is  by  the 
belief  and  confession  of  the  same  that  all  Christians  since  came  to 
be  Christians,  and  to  be  a  part  of  the  mystic  edifice  of  Christ's 
Church.    It  is  by  believing  and  confessing  with  the  Church  thus  be- 
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lieving  and  confessing,  that  we  come  to  be  of  the  Church;  and  fail- 
ing thus  to  believe  and  confess  with  the  believing  and  confessing 
Church,  we  cannot  be  of  the  Church,  and  have  no  part  in  live,  cove- 
nant and  promises  which  God  makes  to  the  Church,  which  is  the  con- 
gregation of  them  thai  believe. 

"  /;'  thou  shall  confess  ivith  thy  mouth  the  Lord  Jesus,  and  shalt 
believe  in  thine  heart  that  God  hath  raised  Him  from  the  dead,  thou 
shalt  be  saved.  For  with  the  heart  man  believeth  unto  righteousness  ; 
and  with  the  mouth  confession  is  made  unto  salvation."— Rom.  10  • 
8-10. 

The  Belief,  Creed,  or  Confession  of  the  Church,  is  what  the  Church 
in  her  faithful  searchings  of  God's  infallible  Word  has  found  there, 
and  what  she  sets  forth  as  tlie  divine  truths  on  which  she  rests,  and  has 
ever  rested,  for  salvation.  It  is  therefore  as  old  as  Christianity  itself, 
and  inseparable  from  salvation.  "  If  there  come  any  unto  you,  and 
bring  not  this  doctrine,  receive  him  not  into  your  house,  neither  bid 
him  God  speed :  for  he  that  biddeth  him  God  speed  is  partaker  of  his 
evil  deeds:'— 2  John  10, 11. 

Hence  it  is  of  the  greatest  moment  to  one  desiring  to  be  a  genuine 
Christian  to  have  special  regard  to  the  Faith  believed  and  confessed 
by  the  believing  and  confessing  Church  as  her  learning  of  God's 
Word.  Accordingly,  the  Apostle  Paul  admonishes  Timothy  to 
"  Hold  fast  the  form  of  sound  words,  which  he  had  heard,  in  faith 
and  love."— 2  Tim.  1 :  13.  And  Jude  also  exhorts  that  we  "  should 
earnestly  contend  for  the  faith  which  was  once  delivered  to  the 
saints." — Jude  3. 

From  the  beginning,  the  Church  has  carefully  set  forth  and  guarded 
her  faith,  as  taught  by  Christ  and  His  inspired  Prophets  and  Apostles. 

Pre-eminent  in  age,  in  importance,  and  in  dearness  to  the  hearts  of 
all  Christians,  is  what  is  called  The  Apostles'  Creed,  of  which  all 
the  other  accepted  creeds  and  confessions  of  the  Church  are  develop- 
ments ayid  defences.  "  As  the  Lord's  Prayer  is  the  Prayer  of  prayers, 
the  Decalogue  the  Law  of  laws,  so  the  Apostles'  Creed  is  the  Creed  of 
creeds." 

The  Creeds  of  the  Church  which  came  after  (his  great  fundamental 
expression  of  the  faith,  are  only  the  further  setting  forth  and  profes- 
sion of  the  meaning  and  belief  of  Christians  in  their  one  confession 
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of  the  only  true  and  living  God,  Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Ghost,  in 
whom  we  have  our  being,  our  redemption,  and  our  sanctification. 

First  of  all,  it  therefore  pertains  to  the  devout  Christian  soul  to  be 
well  rooted  and  grounded  in  the  Faith  on  which  salvation  depends. 


I.  THE  APOSTLES'  CEEED. 
T  BELIEVE  in  God,  the  Father  Almighty,  Maker  of 
■*-     heaven  and  earth : 

And  in  Jesus  Christ,  His  only  Son,  our  Lord,  who  was 
conceived  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  born  of  the  Virgin  Mary, 
suffered  under  Pontius  Pilate,  was  crucified,  dead  and 
buried  :  He  descended  into  Hell,  the  third  day  he  rose 
again  from  the  dead,  He  ascended  into  heaven,  and  sit- 
teth  on  the  right  hand  of  God  the  Father  Almighty; 
From  thence  He  shall  come  to  judge  the  quick  and  the 
dead. 

I  believe  in  the  Holy  Ghost;  the  holy  Christian* 
Church,  the  Communion  of  saints ;  the  forgiveness  of 
sins ;  the  Eesurrection  of  the  body ;  and  the  life  ever- 
lasting.    Amen. 


II.  THE  NICENE  CEEED. 
T  BELIEVE  in  one  God,  the  Father  Almighty,  Maker 
■*-     of  heaven  and  earth,  and  of  all  things  visible  and 
invisible. 

And  in  one  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the  Only-Begotten  Son 
of  God,  begotten  of  His  Father  before  all  worlds,  God  of 
God,  Light  of  Light,  Very  God  of  very  God,  Begotten, 
not  made,  being  of  one  substance  with  the  Father ;  by

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whom  all  things  were  made,  Who  for  us  men,  and  for  our 
salvation,  came  down  from  heaven,  and  was  incarnate 
by  the  Holy  Ghost  of  the  Virgin  Mary,  and  was  made 
man,  and  was  crucified  also  for  us  under  Pontius  Pilate. 
He  suffered,  and  was  buried ;  and  the  third  day  He  rose 
again  according  to  the  Scriptures,  and  ascended  into 
heaven,  and  sitteth  on  the  right  hand  of  the  Father. 
And  He  shall  come  again  with  glory  to  judge  both  the 
quick  and  the  dead  :  Whose  kingdom  shall  have  no  end. 

And  I  believe  in  the  Holy  Ghost,  the  Lord  and  Giver 
of  life,  Who  proceedeth  from  the  Father  and  the  Son, 
who  with  the  Father  and  the  Son  together  is  worshipped 
aud  glorified,  Who  spake  by  the  Prophets. 

And  I  believe  one  holy  Christian-  and  Apostolic 
Church.  I  acknowledge  one  Baptism  for  the  remission 
of  sins ;  And  I  look  for  the  Eesurrection  of  the  dead  and 
the  life  of  the  world  to  come.    Amen. 


III.  THE  ATHANASIAN  CEEED. 
WHOSOEVEE  will  be  saved,  before  all  things  it  is 
necessary  that  he  hold  the  true  Christian*  Faith  ; 
Which  Faith  except  every  one  do  keep  whole  and  unde- 
filed,  without  doubt  he  shall  perish  everlastingly. 

And  the  true  Christian*  Faith  is  this :  That  we  worship 
One  God  in  Trinity,  and  Trinity  in  Unity  ;  neither  con- 
founding the  Persons,  nor  dividing  the  substance.  For 
there  is  one  Person  of  the  Father,  another  of  the  Son, 
and  another  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  But  the  Godhead  of 
the  Father,  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  is  all 
one  ;  the  Glory  Equal,  the  Majesty  Coeternal.    Such  as

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the  Father  is,  such  is  the  Son,  and  such  is  the  Holy- 
Ghost  :  The  Father  uncreate,  the  Son  uncreate,  and  the 
Holy  Ghost  uncreate  :  the  Father  incomprehensible,  the 
Son  incomprehensible,  and  the  Holy  Ghost  incomprehen- 
sible :  The  Father  eternal,  the  Son  eternal,  and  the  Holy 
Ghost  eternal.  And  yet  they  are  not  three  Eternals,  but 
one  Eternal.  As  also  there  are  not  three  incomprehen- 
sibles,  nor  three  uncreated ;  but  one  uncreated,  and  one 
incomprehensible.  So  likewise  the  Father  is  Almighty, 
the  Son  Almighty,  and  the  Holy  Ghost  Almighty.  And 
yet  they  are  not  three  Almighties,  but  one  Almighty. 
So  the  Father  is  God,  the  Son  is  God,  and  the  Holy 
Ghost  is  God.  And  yet,  they  are  not  three  Gods,  but 
one  God.  So  likewise  the  Father  is  Lord,  the  Son  Lord, 
and  the  Holy  Ghost  Lord ;  and  yet  not  three  Lords,  but 
one  Lord.  For  like  as  we  are  compelled  by  the  Christian 
verity  to  acknowledge  every  Person  by  Himself  to  be 
God  and  Lord,  so  we  are  forbidden  by  the  Christian  Ee- 
ligion  to  say,  There  be  three  Gods,  or  three  Lords. 

The  Father  is  made  of  none,  neither  created,  nor  be- 
gotten. The  Son  is  of  the  Father  alone,  not  made,  nor 
created,  but  begotten.  The  Holy  Ghost  is  of  the  Father 
and  of  the  Son,  neither  made,  nor  created,  nor  begotten, 
but  proceeding.  So  there  is  one  Father,  not  three 
Fathers ;  one  Son,  not  three  Sons ;  one  Holy  Ghost,  not 
three  Holy  Ghosts. 

And  in  this  Trinity  none  is  afore,  or  after  other :  none 
is  greater,  or  less  than  another ;  but  the  whole  three  Per- 
sons are  coeternal  together,  and  coequal.  So  that  in  all 
things,  as  is  aforesaid,  the  Unity  in  Trinity,  and  the 
Trinity  in  Unity  is  to  be  worshipped.  He  therefore  that 
will  be  saved,  must  thus  think  of  the  Trinity. 
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Furthermore,  it  is  necessary  to  everlasting  salvation, 
that  we  also  believe  rightly  the  Incarnation  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ.  For  the  right  Faith  is,  that  we  believe 
and  confess,  that  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the  Son  of  God. 
is  God  and  Man ;— God,  of  the  substance  of  the  Father^ 
begotten  before  the  worlds ;  and  Man,  of  the  substance 
of  His  Mother,  born  in  the  world ;  Perfect  God,  and  per- 
fect Man,  of  a  reasonable  soul  and  human  flesh  subsist- 
ing ;  equal  to  the  Father,  as  touching  His  Godhead ;  in- 
ferior to  the  Father,  as  touching  His  manhood.  Who 
although  He  be  God  and  Man,  yet  He  is  not  two,  but  one 
Christ ;— One,  not  by  conversion  of  Godhead  into  flesh, 
but  by  taking  of  the  Manhood  into  God  ;— One  altogether, 
not  by  confusion  of  substance,  but  by  Unity  of  Person. 
For  as  the  reasonable  soul  and  flesh  is  one  man,  so  God 
and  man  is  one  Christ ;  Who  suffered  for  our  salvation, 
descended  into  Hell,  rose  again  the  third  day  from  the 
dead;  He  ascended  into  heaven,  He  sitteth  on  the  right 
hand  of  the  Father,  God  Almighty,  from  whence  He 
shall  come  to  judge  the  quick  and  the  dead.  At  whose 
coming  all  men  shall  rise  again  with  their  bodies,  and 
shall  give  account  for  their  own  works ;  And  they  that 
have  done  good  shall  go  into  life  everlasting,  and  they 
that  have  done  evil  into  everlasting  fire. 

This  is  the  true  Christian  Faith,  which  except  a  man 
believe  faithfully  he  cannot  be  saved. 


IV.  THE  CEEED  AS  PAEAPHEASED  BY  LUTHEE. 
T  BELIEVE  that  God  has  created  me  and  all  that  ex- 
-1-  ists ;  that  He  has  given  and  still  preserves  to  me  my 
body  and  soul,  with  all  my  limbs  and  senses,  my  reason 
and  all  the  faculties  of  my  mind,  together  with  my  rai- 
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ment,  food,  home  and  family,  and  all  my  property ;  that 
He  daily  provides  me  abundantly  with  all  the  necessa- 
ries of  life,  protects  me  from  all  danger,  and  preserves 
and  guards  me  against  all  evil ;  all  which  He  does  out  of 
pure,  paternal  and  divine  Goodness  and  Mercy,  without 
any  merit  or  worthiness  in  me ;  for  all  which  I  am  in 
duty  bound  to  thank,  praise,  serve  and  obey  Him.  This 
is  most  certainly  true. 

I  believe  that  Jesus  Christ,  true  God,  begotten  of  the 
Father  from  eternity,  and  also  true  Man,  born  of  the 
Virgin  Mary,  is  my  Lord  ;  Who  has  redeemed  me,  a  lost 
and  condemned  creature,  secured  and  delivered  me  from 
all  sins,  from  death,  and  from  the  power  of  the  devil,  not 
with  silver  and  gold,  but  with  His  holy  and  precious 
blood,  and  with  His  innocent  sufferings  and  death ;  in 
order  that  I  might  be  His,  live  under  Him  in  His  King- 
dom, and  serve  Him  in  everlasting  righteousness,  inno- 
cence and  blessedness ;  even  as  He  is  risen  from  the  dead, 
and  lives  and  reigns  to  all  eternity.  This  is  most  cer- 
tainly true. 

I  believe  that  I  cannot  by  my  own  reason  or  strength 
believe  in  Jesus  Christ  my  Lord,  or  come  to  Him ;  but 
the  Holy  Ghost  has  called  me  through  the  Gospel,  en- 
lightened me  by  His  gifts,  and  sanctified  and  preserved 
me  in  the  true  Faith ;  in  like  manner  as  He  calls,  gathers, 
enlightens,  and  sanctifies  the  whole  Christian  Church  on 
earth,  and  preserves  it  in  union  with  Jesus  Christ  in  the 
true  Faith ;  in  which  Christian  Church  He  daily  forgives 
abundantly  all  my  sins,  and  the  sins  of  all  believers,  and 
will  raise  up  me  and  all  the  dead  at  the  last  day,  and 
will  grant  everlasting  life  to  me,  and  to  all  who  believe 
in  Christ.  This  is  most  certainly  true.

PART  SECOND. 
JJragers  for  all  ©rcasions. 

Next  to  the  true  Christian  Faith  is  the  living  power  of  it  in  the 
soul— the  answer  of  a  good  conscience  toward  God  respecting  xrhat 
we  receive  andbelieve.  This  is  largely  summed  tip  in  right  Prayer, 
which  is  the  conversation  of  the  soul  with  God,  touching  what  He 
is  to  us,  and  does  for  us,  and  proposes  and  promises  to  be  to  them 
that  love  Him. 

There  are  many  things  in  this  world  which  we  can  do  without,  and 
still  be  God's  true  children ;  but  Prayer  is  not  one  of  those  things. 
There  is  no  living  and  availing  Christianity,  and  no  good  hope  of 
heaven,  where  there  is  no  Praying. 

God  wills  that  we  should  pray,  and  that  we  should  be  very  diligent 
in  prayer.  Nothing  can  be  rightly  enjoyed  or  accomplished  without 
prayer.  And  it  is  a  blessed  privilege  that,  at  all  times  and  under  all 
circumstances,  we  can  go  to  God  with  our  wants  and  troubles,  and 
everywhere  come  to  the  throne  of  grace  to  obtain  mercy,  and  grace 
to  help  in  time  of  need. 

God  gives  us  many  things  without  our  prayers,  and  even  in  those 
cases  we  need  to  thank  and  praise  Him  as  the  Giver;  but  in  many 
other  things  He  waits  to  be  inquired  of  to  do  them  for  us,  and  will 
never  do  them  unless  we  ask  Him.  Hence  it  is  written:  "  I  exhort 
therefore,  that,  first  of  all,  supplications,  prayers,  intercessions,  and 
giving  of  thanks  be  made;  for  this  is  good  and  acceptable  in  the 
sight  of  God  our  Saviour.  I  will  therefore  that  men  pray  every- 
where-, lifting  up  holy  hands,  without  wrath  and  doubting."  1  Tim.  2. 

God  declares  Himself  willing  to  liear  our  prayers,  if  addressed  to 
Him  in  a  right  spirit,  for  right  things,  in  the  Name  of  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ.  Jesus  says:  "  Whatsoever  ye  shall  ask  the  Father  in  my 
Name,  He  will  give  it  you."  Jno.  16 :  23.  "If  ye,  being  evil,  know  how 
to  give  good  gifts  unto  your  children,  how  much  more  shall  your 
Father  which  is  in  heaven  give  good  things  to  them  that  ask  Him." 
Matt.  7  :  11.  He  may  not  always  answer  in  the  exact  way  and  time 
that  we  desire;  but  where  true  prayer  is,  there  His  mercy  and  grace 
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will  be,  according  to  His  goodness  and  superior  wisdom  as  to  what 
is  best  for  us.  All  God's  people,  in  all  time,  have  been  praying 
people  ;  and  all  His  Word  is  full  of  precepts,  directions  and  prom- 
ises respecting  prayer. 

All  prayer  is  important,  but  none  is  so  intensely  indispensable  as 
that  of  the  individual  in  the  secrecy  of  retirement— the  addressing  of 
one's  own  soul  to  God  in  all  things.  No  devotions  vi  the  sanctuary, 
the  family,  or  the  assembly  of  worshippers,  can  ever  do  away  with 
the  necessity  for  one's  own  personal  prayers  and  approaches  to  God. 
There  also  are  heart-secrets,  and  particular  sins  and  sorrows,  and 
personal  wants  and  feelings,  which  need  to  be  laid  before  God  in  a 
special  manner,  in  ivhich  others  cannot  properly  enter,  and  which 
they  need  not  know.  TJie  most  special  and  necessary  kind  of  prayer 
is  closet-prayer— prayer  in  secret  to  the  Father  which  seeth  in  secret, 
who  promises  to  reward  us  openly.  There  is  no  other  species  of  de- 
votion which,  alone,  furnishes  such  wholesome  and  blessed  results. 
And  whatever  else  may  be  omitted,  let  no  one  omit  to  cultivate  the 
habit  of  constant  communing  with  God  in  secret,  and  yet  think  to  be 
a  proper  Christian. 

It  is  by  no  means  intended  that  what  is  here  furnished  should  em- 
brace all  that  needs  to  pass  between  the  devout  soul  and  its  God  in 
secret,  or  that  all  here  given  must  necessarily  be  used.  The  child 
knows  to  ask  and  cry  for  what  it  needs  without  being  taught  it.  But 
it  is  well  to  be  instructed  in  what  is  proper  in  conducting  such  com- 
munications with  Jieaven,  and  to  have  carefully  prepared  forms  in 
which  to  clothe  the  emotions,  desires  and  sentiments  of  the  heart,  The 
Apostles  wished  to  be  taught  hoiv  to  pray,  and  Christ  gave  them  forms 
for  their  use,  and  after  which  to  model  all  their  prayers.  And  even 
though  these  set  forms  should  not  be  much  used,  it  is  good  to  have 
them  before  us.  Even  Jonah,  in  the  belly  of  the  great  fish,  clothed  his 
prayer  in  the  language  of  the  Psalms;  and  Christ  Himself,  as  He 
hung  upon  the  cross,  gave  forth  some  of  His  dying  prayers  in  words 
borrowed  from  the  same  source. 

But  whether  it  be  in  these  forms,  or  in  some  others,  prayer  needs  to 
take  form ;  and  whetlier  it  be  by  the  book,  or  by  the  expressions  formed 
at  the  time,  let  it  be  a  point  with  everyone  that  would  be  in  fellowship 
with  Heaven,  not  to  omit  constant  communing  with  God  in  prayer.

"  It  hath  pleased  God  by  the  foolishness  of  preaching  to  save  them  that 
believe."— 1  Cor.  1 :  21.  "  Mine  house  shall  be  called  a  house  of  prayer 
for  all  people."— ISA.  56 : 7.  "  Ye  come  together  in  the  church,  to  eat 
the  Lord's  Supper"— 1  Cor.  11 :  18-20.  "  Bless  ye  God  in  the  congre- 
gations, even  the  Lord."—Ts.  68 :  26.  "  Those  that  be  planted  in  the 
house  of  the  Lord  shall  flourish  in  the  courts  of  our  God."

6 : 3-5.  "  In  the  Ark  eight  souls  were  saved  by  water,  the  like 
figure  whereunto  Baptism  doth  also  now  save  us  by  the  resurrection 
of  Jesus  Christ."— 1  Pet.  3 :  20, 21.  "  He  that  believelh  and  is  bap- 
tized shall  be  saved."— M ark  16 :  16.

This  is  the  second  and  highest  sacrament  ordained  by  the  Lord 
Jesus,  in  which  He  mysteriously  gives  us  His  Body  to  eat,  and 
His  Blood  to  drink,  for  the  strengthening  of  our  faith  and  the  special 
pledge  of  participation  in  his  glory.  Giving  the  bread,  He  said, 
"  This  is  my  Body,"  and  giving  the  cup,  He  said,"  This  is  my  Blood, 
of  the  New  Testament,  which  is  shed  for  many  for  the  remission  of 
sins." — Matt.  26 :  26-28.  "  The  Cup  of  blessing  which  we  bless,  is 
it  not  the  communion  of  the  blood  of  Christ  1  The  bread  which  we 
break,  is  it  not  the  communion  of  the  body  of  Christ?  " — 1  Cor.  10 : 
16.  "  Wherefore  whosoever  shall  eat  this  bread,  and  drink  this  cup 
of  the  Lord,  unworthily,  shall  be  guilty  of  the  body  and  blood  of  tJie 
Lord."— I  Cor.  10:27. 

Jt  is  an  ordinance  of  great  solemnity  and  of  sublime  worth  to 
the  soul,  and  needs  to  be  observed  with  much  scrupulousness,  prep- 
aration and  devoutness.  We  cannot  fulfil  Christ's  commands  and 
omit  it,  and  it  is  of  great  consequence  to  our  salvation  that  we  be  in 
readiness  to  receive  it  when  the  time  for  its  administration  comes. 

All  commxinicants  should  be  particular  to  attend  the  Church  ser- 
vices preparatory  to  this  sacrament,  and  enter  earnestly  into  the 
same,  as  part  of  the  ready-making  to  receive  this  holy  Supper.

God  is  to  be  worshiped  in  the  Family,  as  well  as  in  the  closet  and 
the  sanctuary. 

The  head  of  a  household  is  largely  answerable  for  the  welfare  of 
souls  under  his  care;  and  a  sense  of  religion  and  dutifulness  to 
God  cannot  be  well  maintained  in  a  family  without  the  cultivation 
of  family  devotion.  It  is  of  precious  value  in  confirming  children 
and  servants  in  religious  feeling  and  reverence,  in  teaching  them 
their  dependence  on  God,  and  in  helping  them  to  spiritual  life. 

Every  Christian  family  should  make  it  a  part  of  the  domestic 
arrangements,  at  suitable  times,  and  regularly,  to  call  the  members 
of  the  household  together,  for  the  hearing  of  portions  of  the  divine 
Word  and  the  offering  of  prayer.  If  this  cannot  be  done  daily, 
morning  or  evening,  or  both,  there  should  be  set  times  for  the  gather- 
•  of  the  family  for  united  worship,  and  above  all  on 
5  when  there  is  no  opportunity  to  attend  worship  in  the 
sanctuary. 

4^=-  A  very  good  and  edifying  habit  is,  for  the  father,  or  some 
member  of  the  family,  to  read  the  text  for  the  day  (as  given  in  pages 
103  to  15%)  at  the  morning  meal. 

In  conducting  household  worship  the  following  forms  may  prove 
helpful  and  edifying,  and  will  admit  of  ample  variety.
